proclamation: 


WHEREAS, The island of Cuba is 


now the seat of serious civil disturb- 
ances accompanied by armed resist- 
ance to the authority of the estab- 
lished government of Spain, a power 
with which the United States are, and 
desire to remain on the terms of peace 
and amity; and, 


WHIKEAS, The laws of the United 


States prohibit their citizens, as well 
as all others being1 in and subject to 
their jurisdiction, from taking part in 
such disturbances adversely to such 
estiAlished jfovernment, by accepting 
or exercising commissions for war-

service against 
it;

ing to be fitted out and armed chips of 
war for such service; by augmenting 
the force of any ship of war engaged 
in such service and arriving in a port 
of the Dnited States, and by setting on 
foot or providing or preparing the 
means for military enterprises to be 
carried on from the United States 
against the territory of such govern- 
ment; 


Now, 
therefore, in recognition of 


the laws aforesaid, and in the dis- 
charge of the obligations of the United 
States towards a friendly power, and 
as a measure of precaution, and to the 
end that citizens of the United States 
and all others within its jurisdiction 
may 
be 
deterred from subjecting 


themselves to legal forfeitures and 
penalties, 


I, Qrover Cleveland, president of the 


United States of America, do hereby 
admonish all such citizens and other 
persons to abstain from every viola' 
tion of the laws hereinbefore referred 
to, and do hereby warn them that all 
violation of such laws will be rigor-

The Convict Cigarmskers. 


The legisture passed a bill forbidding 


the manufacture of cigars by convicts in 
the penitentiary and Gov. John P. Alt 
geld vetoed it and there you are. 


There are over half a million voters in 


Illinois who may recall the campaign 
Altgeld and his party made in 1892 and 
what they promised the people they 
would do if elected to power. They 
promised to give the people free trade 
and with it cheap goods and free work- 
ingmen with plenty to do; they prom- 
ised to repeal the compulsory school 
law in the interest of the liberty of the 
parochial school and enact a law with 
that feature eliminated, and they prom- 
ised aiso to relieve the workingmen from 
the competition of convict labor which 
was then in operation. 


The Democratic party succeeded at 


the polls. It secured supreme control 
in Washington and Springfield. 
The 


compulsory school law was repealed, and 
one enacted which is a disgrace to the 
statutes of the state of Illinois, and those 
who voted for it and the governor who 
signed it. It is simply a mockery. 
It 


is not worth the room it takes among 
our laws. The promise to remove the 
competition of convict labor with free 
labor was not kept, but the Wilson bill 
was enacted which opens up competition 
with the free American workingman 
from a worse source than the American 
penitentiaries. 
Our ports were opened 


by that law to goods made in Europe by 
cheap labor both in and out of the pen- 
itentiaries of that country, all at the ex- 
pense of our own workingmen, and by 
lowering the duty on rags and shoddy 
the ash barrels and filth in the alleys in 


Brice, who has not been friendly to the 
administration since the tariff fight in 
the senate. 


The big Democrats are trying to make 


the public realize that Ex-Secretary 
Whitney is playing his cards, not as an 
assistant to Mr. Cleveland, but as an 
independent candidate for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination.

In instantaneous photography is the 
choice of a good shutter. It enables 
one to obtain a very great rapidity and 
to insure aa uniform an exposure of 
the sensitive plate as possible. 
There 


is a new shutter which seeks to satisfy 
these two requirements. It is com- 
posed of thin bands of metal, slightly 
overlapping one another after the man- 
net- of a window blind, and is placed 
behind the object glass. Each band 
terminates in two pinions gearing into 
racks, situated at the right and left 
hands of the blind, and united below 
by a transverse strip. If one makes 
the racks move either upward or down- 
ward, by a button situated at the left 
of the figure, and which unlatches a 
closing spring in a previously wound 
barrel, all the slate close up after hav- 
ing uncovered for an instant the sur- 
face of the lens. 


Arrangements which are very sim- 


ple, and, in timed photography, very 
useful, permit the slats to become mo- 
tionless, in a position perpendicular bo 
the plane of the lens, and consequently 
to make exposures of very different 
lengths, ranging from instantaneous to 
one indefinitely long.

The loss of light resulting from absorp- 
tion is very slight and practically neg- 
ligcable. The new shutter has the ad- 
vantage of a constant speed, whatever 
the size of the lens.—La Monde II- 
lustre.

Dyspepsia is one of the most common 


causes of baldness. Nature is a great 
economizer, and when the nutrient ele- 
ments furnished by the blood are in- 
sufficient to properly support the whole 
body she cuts off the supply to parts 
the least vital, like the hair arid the 
nails, that the heart, lungs and other 
vital organs may be the better nour- 
ished. In cases of severe fevers this 
economy is particularly noticeable. A 
single hair is a sort of history of the 
physical condition of an individual dur- 
ing the time it has been growing, if one 
could read it closely enough. Take a 
hair from the beard or from the head 
and scrutinize it and you will see that 
it shows some attenuated places, indi- 
cating that at some period of its growth 
the blood supply was deficient from 
overwork, anxiety, or under-feeding. 


The hair falls out when the strength 


of its roots is insufficient to sustain its 
weight any longer, and a new hair will 
take its place unless the root is dis- 
eased, tor this reason each person has 
a certain definite length of hair. When 
the hair begins to split or fall out mas- 
sage to the scalp is excellent. Place 
the tips of the fingers firmly upon the 
scalp and then vibrate or move the scalp 
while holding the pressure steadily. 
This will stimulate the blood vessels 
uftdorneath and bring about better 
nourishment of the hair. A brush of 
unevenly tufted bristles is also excel- 
lent to use upon the scalp, not the hair. 
—Hall's Journal of Health.

A French scientist is making investi 


gations regarding the part the newly 
discovered gas "argon" plays towards 
bacteria. The new gas which has so 
long1 been a part of our atmosphere 
without our knowing it has been com- 
bined with oxygen, hydrogen, chlorine, 
phosphorus, aulphur, potassium, sodium 
and many other elements without any 
result.

MKMTHW, Tenn., J>n« IS.—When the 


Committee on resolution*, appointed 
•t to-day's aessiost of the aoathern 
and western states silver convemtion, 
•oakes its report to-morrow, there may 
be a lively time. The committee went 
out at 5 o'clock and it ia thought will 
be ready to read the platform at an 
«arly hour to-morrow. 
The plank 


which may make all the trouble is one 
which indorses Joseph C. STbley, of 
Pennsylvania, for president. 


Mr. Slbley is a man of brilliant at- 


tainments, a fervid friend ef the free 
silver idea, an* a cordial baler of the 
administration policy. 
Ia. his speech 


to-night at the Auditorium he did no 
•pare either Cleveland or Carlisle. 


It is somewhat doubtful at presen 


whether the plank 
will ever ge 


through the committee. If it does it 
is almost certain It will never ge 
through the convention. The more 
conservative members of 
the del 


egations do not believe it would 
be good volley to introduce a presi 
dential boom for even so popular 
a friend of the free silver movemen 
as Mr. Sibley into a platform which 
was originally intended to show noth- 
ing but the feeling of the convention 
on the money question. 


From the standpoint of the white 


money enthusiast, nothing was left to 
be desired by to-day's convention. 
Two thousand delegates braved the 
torrid skies to be present, and every 
state, with few exceptions, sent its 
most prominent and representative 
men with instructions to shout for sil- 
ver, vote for silver, and tolerate DO 
•discussion of anything else but silver. 


The delegations varied greatly in size, 


the larger coming from Mississippi and 
'Tennessee, and the smaller from some 
of the far western or so-called silver 
states. The small representation 'from 
the silver states was explained to the 
convention by GOT. L. Bradford Prince 
of New Mexico on the ground that all 
these states bad recently attended 
the convention at Salt Lake City. 
Nevertheless, said Gov. Prince, not 
one of these states was unrepresented 
at this convention. A committee had 
teen appointed at the Salt Lake City 
•convention to represent alj the states, 
and this 'Committee would arrive to- 
morrow. 


The convention was not called to or- 


der until 2 o'clock. 
W. N. Brown, of 


Memphis, in his official capacity of 
chairman of the Central Bimetallic 
league, of 
Shelby county, 
Tenn., 


•which sent out the call for the conven- 
tion, rapped the assemblage to order. 


From start to finish the convention 


-was one of the greatest enthusiasm. 
Every pronounced free silver utter- 
ance was the signal for prolonged ap- 
plause, and when the various persons, 
well known in public life, appeared on 
the rostrum, each received an ovation. 


When Chairman Brown had called 


the convention to ortijr, L. D. Estes 
offered a prayer in which he implored 
Divine guidance for the delegates, and 
hoped they might be led into adopting 
•"honest money" as their platform. 
This created a bit of a sensation until 
it was learned that he meant free sil- 


Col. Casey Young, of Memphis, was 


then introduced and delivered the ad- 
dress of welcome. 


Senator Isham G. Harris arose to in- 


troduce the permanent chairman. 
He 


made a short speech explaining the 
objects of the convention and the call. 
It was strictly nonpartisan and was 
•called for one purpose only—to con- 
aider the rehabilitation of silver. 


"Democrats can be here in this con- 


tention," said Mr. Harris, "without 
irnpairinjr in the slightest degree their 
.allegiance to their party. 
So may 


populists and republicans." 


Senator Harris then introduced Sen- 


ator David Turpie, of Indian*, as the 
permanent chairman, in the following 
words: 


"There is no more able or truer bi- 


metallist in the United States of Amer- 
ica than David Turpie, of Indiana." 


Mr. Turpie addressed the convention. 


at length. 


The nomination of F. B. W«,de, of 


Tennessee, for 
secretary 'followed, 


and, at the suggestion of Senator Har- 
ris, all the newspaper men present 
were made assistant secretaries. 


Resolutions were passed that each 


state should name a vice-preaident and 
a member of the committee on resolu- 
tions. A roll call of the states fol- 
lowed. 


Amid enthusiastic applause Senator 


Isham G. Harris was then named aa 
delegate-at-large from the 
United 


States. 


GOT. Prince explained why some of 


the far we*tern states had not an 
aweredat roll call. All were repre- 
sented, he raid, bn» some did not send 
delegations because they thought they 
had showed how they felt about the 
'matter by sending big delegations to 
Bait Lake City -to the convention there. 
However, provision had been made at 
that convention for the appointment 
of a committee to represent all the 
states. That committee, said Mr. 
Prince, would arrive to-morrow. 


At this juncture 3. P. McDarrotv, of 


Tennessee, a well-known leader in 
state populist politics, in an impas- 
sioned speech demanded that the third 
party men be given better representa- 
tion on toe committee on resolutions. 
Only one- populist, . he declared— 
Marion Butler, of North Carolina— 
was now on the committee. The popu- 
lists had been assured by those in 
charge of thia convention that if they 
handed a list of name* to the secre- 
tnrj *1"J—l""^ glaced OB the com. 


aaltts*. ThU list was now in the 
hands of the secretary, but had not 
been read. Were the third party men 
to be ignored? 


The convention ordered tbat the 


populists be placed ou the committee. 


Alexander Del Mar. of California, 


then addressed the convention in sub- 
stance as follows: 


••Amidst the pnfllct of monetary 


theories, doctrines and assumptions 
which divide the American people- 
nay, the entire civilized v^orld—I can 
discern but a single principle upon 
which all parties unit*". That principle 
is stability. Those who hold Vbat, like 
other measures, the measure of value 
should be of dimensions prescribed 
by law; those who would leave sueh 
dimensions to the chances of mlnjug 
discovery, the vicissitudes of war, or 
the caprices of fashion; those who are 
willing to trust the government with 
the regulation of woney; those who 
have no laith in the virtue of prudence 
of congress and demand a metallic 
pledge behind each fraction of the 
monetary measure; those who regard 
the whole number of dollars as the 
measure of value; those who regard 
money as a legal institution; as well as 
thosewho view it only as so much metal; 
all these alike agree in the cardinal 
principle that a monetary system, if it 
is to be just and equitable in its opera- 
tion, should be stable. 
It should af- 


ford a reasonable assurance to the 
buyer, the seller, the debtor, the cred- 
itor, the producer, the consumer, the 
annuitant, the pensioner and the wage- 
earner, that it will work no essential, 
no violent, no revolutionary rise orfal 
of prices, so that men may buy and 
sell, contract, undertake and plan for 
the future upon a more or less assurec 
and enduring basis. 


"This principle, so manifestly just, 


has obtained not only the assent of 
extreme partisans on all sides of the 
present heated controversy; it is ad- 
mitted by the most eminent jurists who 
have devoted their attention to this 
great institution of social life; it is 
laid down by Vattel, Grotius, Puflen- 
dorf, Montosquieau, indeed by all the 
great modern writers on jurispru- 
dence. 
"It is because I am profoundly con- 


vinced that no institution can enjoy a 
permanent footing in this country un- 
less it is founded upon principles of 
equity; it is because I believe that any 
system of money which does not point 
to substantial stability of prices is 
destined to speedy overthrow, that I 
stand here to-day to support—so far as 
my feeble abilities permit—that de- 
mand (or the restoration of the an- 
cient coinage laws of the republic. 


"At no tim>- in the history of the 


world have ouch enormous, such in- 
equitable, such Widespread, I may al- 
most say such cosmic disturbances of 
prices, such unforaeeable and unde- 
served changes of opportunity and 
fortune occurred, as have occurred 
since the evil day—now some thirty 
years ago—when the coinage of silver 
began to be stopped. 


"The 
Monetary union of 1885 was 


the beginning of that scheme of reck- 
less avidity and dark intrigue which 
in the course of a few years destrayed 
one-half of 
the 
metallic basis of 


money, plunged the commercial world 
into bankruptcy, and pledged it to 
conditions commercially Impossible to 
fulfill, and politically dangerous to en- 
dure.

"These conditions menace the peace 


of the world. I do not ask for ven- 
geance, but for justice. Let the fund- 
holder be paid in gold. He is not the 
same one who d uped and betrayed us 
in 1868 and 187S, but his assignee, an 
nnocent third party, upon whose title 
.here is no staiu of fraud. Let him be 
mid in gold and in gold only. So far 
is 
the 
present 
fund-holders 
are 


concerned 
the 
mischief 
is 
done 


and 
it 
cannot 
be 
equitably 


repaired. But as for posterity, whose 
affairs we are pinning down to the 
capricious and inadequate limits of a 
single metal; as for the future sta- 
bility of contracts, which twenty-five 
years of 
catastrophic*! experience 


should convince us cannot be secured 
by means of gold money, I say let us 
at once restore the ancient laws. 
"The way to resume is to resume." 


"From 1885 to 1870 
the fund-holding 


syndicate, with whom it is now quite 
evident this intrigue originated, was 
incessant in its operations. 
Numer- 


ous conventions under its patronage 
were held in France, Belgium and 
Germany, its influence is plainly dis- 
cernible in the treacherous defection of 
certain party leaders during the Amer- 
ican presidential election of 1868, in 
the gratuitous 
credit-strengthening 


act of 1879; 
in the 
appropriation 


clause of Boutwell's. needless 11,500,- 
000,000 funding bill, and especially in 
that surreptitious and scandalous al- 
teration of the British mint code, 
which furnishes the example, , pre- 
cedent and justification for the anal- 
ogous alteration of our own mint code 
—namely, the alteration which demon- 
etized silver and threw the commer- 
cial world into bankruptcy. 


"Within a fortnight after its enact- 


ment in England the mint bill, whic% 
it was alleged contained no innova- 
tions and no new privileges, was in the 
hands of the comptroller of the (pa- 
per) 
currency' at Washington, 
a 


young man and a new man, en- 
tirely ignorant of coinage, and one 
whose office had no connection with 
coinage or the mints. There it be- 
came the basis of a bill which pur- 
ported, like its prototype, to be merely 
a codification of the existing laws re- 
lating to the coinage, but which, als< 
like its prototype, really curtailed am 
destroyed the ancient prerogative-6 
the state with respect to the coinage 
and the making of silver coins. 


"Do we want any more of this con 


spiracy? For one, 1 say no; decided!; 
not. Let us put an end to itV let us 
restore the law, and if anything fur- 
ther is needful let that too be done."

This act, 
svhich became a law July 16, 1790, gave 
be president power to select a site any- 
vhcre along the Maryland or eastern 
ide of the Potomac river between the 
mouth of the eastern branch and the 
lonocochesgue, the latter 
being a 


troain which enters the Potomac at 
Villiambport, Md., not far from Hagers- 
town.

.r less state pride, and George Wash- 
ngton was proud of Virginia.

:an be no doubt that he expected that 
he national capitol would be buildcd 
argely in Virginia; and that he in-

building would be on Capitol hill, far 
iway from the business part of the 
(Treat city which would be built. There- 
lore he located the corner btone south 
Df Alexandria. Moreover, he placed it 
ivithin a few miles of his home at Mount 
Vernon. lie was master of the situation 
ind practically a dictator in all matters 
it that time.

And thus It happened that nearly half 
acentttry after he was gathered unto!

nullified and the national capital was!

Potomac river; and this condition was, 
brought about by the influence of the' 
misguided Virginia

failed to comprehend the unwritten and 
unspoken desires of the greatest of* 
Virginians.

The original corner stone of the Dis- 


trict ol Columbia is now on Virginia 
soil, and has none but mnemonic rele-j 
vancy to the capital of the republic. It, 
was laid with great ceremony and pe,-| 
rade away out in the country on Jones' 
point, south of the-present lighthouse, i 
on April 15,1791. From that point, im-j 
mediately afterwards the survey was 
commenced and lines were run aa di- 
rected by the president's proclamation.; 
These lines were marked by hewn 
stone post* placed at intervals of one 
mile. The posts were Inscribed on the 
district side with the words: "Juris- 
diction of the United States," and on 
the opposite side, according to location, 
were inscribed either the word "Mary-, 
land" or "Virginia." On another *idf 
appeared the abbreviation "vari" for 
variorum, with the number of the stone 
and the date 1781 or 1792. The survey

1792. 
The corner stone is about) 


two feet high and stood Isolated until i 
the United States built the wall inclos-l 
Ing the lighthouse.

quite in keeping with the cir- 


cumstances, 
for George Washing- 


ton was almost as proud of his stand- 
ing 
in free-masonry as he was of 


his achievements in war and in states- 
manship. 
The masons in those days 


were paramount in all civic affairs, and 
Washington did much to accelerate the 
influence and standing of that order in. 
the new world. 


Onr people were generally religious 


in 
those days, and they depended 


largely upon clergymen for oratory 
upon public occasions. 
They had no 


spellbinders, nor numerous talented 
civic orators. 
Hence it was in ac- 


cordance with the spirit of the times 
that Eev. James Muir, an eloquent 
Scotch clergyman, delivered the ad- 
dress of the occasion. 
It was almost 


all in Scriptural language and the 
speaker closed 
with the following: 


"Amiable it is for brethren to dwell 
together in unity; it is more frafrrant 
than the perfumes in Aaron's garments; 
It is more refreshing than the dew on 
Hermott's hill. 
May this stone long 


commemorate the goodness of God in 
those uncommon events which have 
given America a name among nations. 
Under this stone may jealousy and self- 
ishness be forever buried. 
From this 


stone may a superstructure arise whose 
glory, whose magnificence, whose sta- 
bility, 
uneqnaled 
hitherto, shall 


astonish the world and Invite even the 
savage of the wilderness to take shelter 
under its roof." 
The company partook of refresh- 


ments and, returning to Wise's tavern, 
drank toasts, one of which, that of Dr. 
E. C. Dick, ha* been preserved: "May 
Jealousy, that green-eyed monater, be 
burled deep under the work we have 
this day completed, never to rise again 
within the federal district." But,' wfth 
all their toastlngs, fraternal desires and 
intentions, "jealousy, that green-eyed 
monater," was not-buried beneath that 
stone, nor was 
buried."

through the committee. If it does it 
is almost certain ft will never pet 
through the convention. The more 
conservative members of 
the del- 


egations do not believe it would 
be (rood oolicy to introduce a prest 
dential boom for even so popular 
a friend of the free silver movement 
as Mr. Slbley into a platform which 
was originally intended to show noth- 
ing but the feeling of the convention 
on the money question. 


From the standpoint of the white 


money enthusiast, nothing was left to 
be desired by to-day's convention. 
Two thousand delegates braved the 
torrid skies to be present, and every 
state, with few exceptions, sent its 
most prominent and representative 
men with instructions to shout for sil 
Ter, vote for silver, and tolerate no 
discussion of anything else bnt silver 


Tbe delegations varied greatly in size 


the larger coming from Mississippi and 
Tennessee, and the smaller from some 
of the far western or so-called silve 
states. The small representation 'from 
the silver states was explained to the 
convention by Gov. L. Bradford i'rinc 
of New Mexico on the ground that al 
these states had recently attendee 
tbe convention at Salt Lake City 
Nevertheless, said Gov. Prince, no 
one of these states was unrepresentei 
at this convention. A committee hat 
been appointed at the Salt Lake City 
•convention to represent all the states 
And this .committee would arrive to- 
morrow. 


The convention was not called to or- 


•der until 2 o'clock. W. N. Brown, of 
Memphis, in his official capacity of 
chairman of the Central Bimetallic 
league, of Shelby county, 
Tenn., 


•which sent out the call for the conven- 
tion, rapped the assemblage to order. 


From statt to finish the convention 


•was one of the greatest enthusiasm. 
Every pronounced free silver utter- 
ance was the signal for prolonged ap- 
plause, and when the various persons, 
well known in public life, appeared on 
the rostrum, each received an ovation. 


When Chairman Brown had called 


the convention to ord-sr, L. D. Bates 
offered a prayer in which he implored 
Divine guidance for the delegates, nnd 
hoped they might be led into adopting 
•''honest money" as their platform. 
This created a bit of a sensation until 
it was learned that he meant free sil- 


Col. Casey Young, of Memphis, was 


then Introduced and delivered the ad- 
dress of welcome. 


Senator Isham G. Harris arose to in- 


troduce the permanent chairman. He 
made a short speech explaining the 
objects of the convention and the call. 
It was strictly nonpartisan and was 
called for one purpose only—to con- 
aider the rehabilitation of silver. 


"Democrats can be here in this con- 


vention," said Mr. Harris, "without 
impairing in the slightest degree their 
allegiance to their party. 
So may 


populists and republicans." 


Senator Harris then introduced Sen- 


ator David Turpie, of Indiana, as the 
permanent chairman, in the following 
words: 


"There is no more able or truer bi- 


metalllst in the United States of Amer- 
ica than David Turpie, of Indiana," 


Mr. Turpie addressed the convention. 


at length. 


The nomination of F. B. Wade, of 


Tennessee, for secretary followed, 
and, at the snggection of Senator Har- 
ris, all the newspaper men present 
were made assistant secretaries. 


Resolutions were passed that each 


•tate should name a vice-president and 
a member of the committee on resolu- 
tion*. A roll call of the states fol- 
lowed. 


Amid enthusiastic applause Senator 


Isham G. Harris was then named as 
•delegate-at-large from the United 
States. 


Gov. Prince explained why some of 


the far western state* had not an- 
•weredat roll eaU. All were repre- 
sented, he said, bnt some did not send 
delegations because they thought they 
had showed how they felt about the 
Snatter by sending big delegations to 
Salt Lake City-to the convention there 
However, provision had been made al 
that convention for the appointment 
of a committee to represent all the 
states.

Alexander Del Mar, of California, 


then addressed the convention to sub- 
tance as follows: 


"Amidst the conflict of monetary 
beortes. doctrines and assumptions 
rhlch divide the American people— 
lay, the entire civlliied ^orld—I can 
discern but a single principle upon 
which all parties unites That principle 
is stability. Those who hold that, like 
other measures, the measure of value 
should be of dimension* prescribed 
>y law; those who would leave such 
dimensions to the chance* o! mlqlug 
discovery, the vicissitudes of war. or 
the caprices of fashion; those wno are 
willing to trust the government with 
the regulation of woney; those who 
have no laith in the virtue of prudence 
of congress and demand a metallic 
pledge behind each fraction of the 
monetary measure; those who regard 
the whole number of dollars as the 
measure of value; those who regard 
money as a legal institution; as well as 
thosewho view it only as so much metal; 
all these alike agree In the cardinal 
principle that a monetary system, if it 
is to be just and equitable in its opera- 
tion, should be stable. 
It should af- 


ford a reasonable assurance to the 
buyer, the seller, the debtor, the cred- 
itor, the producer, the consumer, the 
annuitant, the pensioner and the wage- 
earner, that it will work no essential, 
no violent, no revolutionary rise or full 
of prices, so that men may buy and 
sell, contract, undertake and plan for 
the future upon a more or less assured 
and enduring basis. 


"This principle, so manifestly just, 


has obtained not only the assent of 
extreme partisans on all sides of the 
present heated controversy; it is ad- 
mitted by the most eminent jurists who 
have devoted their attention to this 
great institution of social life; it is 
laid down by Vattel, G'rotius, Puffen- 
dorf, Montesquieau, indeed by all the 
great modern writers on jurispru- 
dence. 
"It is because I am profoundly con- 


vinced that no institution can enjoy a 
permanent footing in this country un- 
less it is founded upon principles of 
equity; it is because I believe that any 
system of money which does not point 
to substantial stability of prices is 
destined to speedy overthrow, that I 
stand here to-day to support—so far as 
my feeble abilities permit—that de- 
mand (or the restoration of the an- 
cient coinage laws of the republic. 


"At no tiiri,- in the history of the 


world have »ueh enormous, such in- 
equitable, such widespread, I may al- 
most say such cosmic disturbances of 
prices, such unforseeable and -unde- 
served changes of opportunity and 
fortune occurred, as have occurred 
since the evil day—now some thirty 
years ago—when the coinage of silver 
began to be stopped. 


"The Monetary union of 1865 was 


the beginning of that scheme of reck- 
less avidity and dark intrigne which 
in the course of a few years destroyed 
one-half of 
the 
metallic basis of 


money, plunged the commercial world 
into bankruptcy, and pledged it to 
conditions commercially Impossible to 
ulfill, and politically dangerous to en- 
ure.

"These conditions menace the peace 
f the world. I do not ask for ven- 


geance, but for justice. Let the fuud- 
lolder be paid in gold. He is not the 
ame one who d uped and betrayed us 
n 1868 and 187S, but his assignee, an 
nnocent third party, upon whose title 
here is no stain of fraud. Let him be 
>aid in gold and in gold only. So far 
is 
the

repaired. Bnt as for posterity, whose 
affairs we are pinning down to the 
capricious and inadequate limits of a

laws.
